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ANS  Members  Pledge  in  Response  to 
Challenge  Grant 


Following  the  January  announcement  of 
a  $300,000  Challenge  Grant  to  the  Socie¬ 
ty  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities,  the  ANS  has  received  over 
$85,000  in  new  and  increased  pledges  from 
its  2,200  members — bringing  the  total 
campaign  amount  to  $3,104,000.  Ninety 
members  and  friends  of  the  ANS  return¬ 
ed  pledge  cards  in  response  to  a  letter  from 
Margaret  Thompson,  Honorary  Chair¬ 
man  for  the  Campaign  and  Chief  Curator 
Emeritus  of  the  Society.  In  her  letter  Miss 
Thompson  appealed  for  the  help  of  each 
member  to  participate  at  whatever  level  he 
or  she  can,  stating  that  “to  maintain  our 
preeminence  as  a  center  for  numismatic 
study  we  must  strengthen  and  expand  our 
activities.” 

Each  member  received  an  illustrated 
Development  Campaign  brochure  describ¬ 
ing  the  areas  designated  for  increased  sup¬ 
port  and  expansion  through  this  $4  million 
endowment  campaign.  At  least  $2.5  million 
in  additional  endowment  is  being  sought 
to  enhance  the  Society’s  ability  to  attract 
and  keep  a  staff  of  the  very  first  quality  and 
guarantee  continued  preeminence  in  the 
areas  of  research,  collection,  exhibitions 
and  teaching.  Of  this  amount,  $500,000  is 
sought  for  hiring  support  staff  to  facilitate 
visitor  use  of  the  collections  and  library. 

Funds  for  capital  improvements  are  be¬ 
ing  sought  in  the  amount  of  $500,000. 
Among  the  renovations  planned  to  increase 
the  accessibility  of  the  collections  are  the 
installation  of  an  elevator  within  the  secure 
area,  reapportionment  of  the  study  areas 
and  conversion  of  an  existing  exhibition 
hall  to  more  flexible  lecture,  conference  and 
exhibition  space. 

Endowment  for  computerization  will 
support  the  on-going  creation  of  the 


database  inventory  and  full  integration  of 
the  library.  The  Society  is  currently  the  on¬ 
ly  source  in  the  United  States  for  formal 
training  with  academic  credit  in 
numismatic  research  and  is  seeking 
$500,000  in  endowment  funds  for  its 
Graduate  Seminar  in  Numismatics  pro¬ 
gram.  Endowed  Seminar  funding  will 
assure  a  level  of  on-going  support  necessary 
to  attract  the  flow  of  top  students  who,  in 
their  subsequent  careers,  will  be  able  to  fur¬ 
ther  the  discipline  through  publication  and 
teaching. 

Member  Participation  Urged 

The  NEH  Challenge  Grant  recognizes 
the  Society’s  unique  role  in  the  furtherance 
of  numismatic  research  and  the  importance 
of  numismatics  as  a  scholarly  discipline  in 
the  humanities.  ANS  President  Harry  W. 
Fowler,  who  serves  as  Chairman  for  the 
Development  Campaign,  has  directed  an 
appeal  to  those  members  who  have  yet  to 
contribute  to  the  Campaign,  urging  them 
“not  to  let  the  NEH  Challenge  die  due  to 
the  lack  of  matching  funds.  We  have  heard 
from  less  than  four  percent  of  our  member¬ 
ship.  And  though  we  are  averaging  $1000 
per  person  with  gifts  ranging  from  $25  to 
$10,000,  we  really  do  need  each  and 
everyone’s  participation.” 

Corporate  and  Foundation  Committees 
have  been  set  in  place  by  Fowler  with  a  goal 
of  raising  $250,000  in  matching  funds  from 
these  areas.  As  Chairman  Fowler  noted,  by 
seeking  support  beyond  ANS  membership 
into  the  greater  numismatic  and  philan¬ 
thropic  community,  the  Society  can  make 
and  perhaps  even  surpass  its  -goal.

SOCIETY  RECEIVES 
RARE  1776  NH  COPPER 

The  American  Numismatic  Society  has 
received  an  extremely  rare  1776  New 
Hampshire  copper  as  a  bequest  from  the 
late  Herbert  M.  Oechsner.  Mr.  Oechsner, 
an  Associate  member  since  1958,  had  been 
an  avid  collector  of  colonial  American  and 
classical  coinages  for  the  past  forty  years. 

The  bequest  to  the  ANS  was  prompted 
by  “Mr.  Oechsner’s  respect  for  the  Soci¬ 
ety’s  role  in  furthering  numismatic 
research  as  a  discipline  of  the  humanities,” 
longtime  '  friend  and  professional 
numismatist  Harvey  G.  Stack  noted. 
“Herbert  loved  his  coins  for  the  history 
they  told  and  represented  and  wanted  this 
particular  piece  of  Americana  to  be  where 
others  could  study  and  handle  it.” 


1776  NH  Copper 

Following  the  Declaration  of  In¬ 
dependence,  New  Hampshire  was  the  first 
state  of  the  newly-formed  Union  to  con¬ 
sider  the  issue  of  coinage.  After  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  100  pounds’  weight  of  coppers 
was  approved,  a  design  which  depicted  a

This  year’s  Coinage  of  the  Americas

throughout  the  United  States.  Some  of  the

“proclamation  coinage,”  especially  in 
Bolivia;  William  Christensen  will  discuss 
independent  Peru  and  Bolivia’s  pattern 
coinage;  and  Glenn  Murray  will  describe 
the  problems  Spain  encountered  when 
mechanizing  its  New  World  mints.

portrait  medal  series.  Additional  loan  items 
from  the  Society’s  collection  included  the 
final  struck  versions  of  some  of  the  more 
esoteric  issues  of  the  set  such  as  the  Albert 
Frey  Vice-Presidential  medal  struck  in 
leather  and  the  “Speed  the  Plow”  issue.

Society  Fellow  Ed  janis,  a  past  president 
of  the  NYNC,  gave  an  illustrated  slide  talk 
on  the  presidential  medal  series  at  the 
show’s  international  forum.  He  also  work¬ 
ed  with  President  Jay  Galst,  David  Armet 
and  Julius  TurolT  to  prepare  the  exhibit. 
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STAHL  RETURNS  FROM 

Alan  Stahl,  Curator  of  Medieval  Coins 
and  of  Medals,  has  returned  from  a  three- 
month  leave  of  absence  in  Venice,  Italy, 
which  included  several  short  side  trips. 

The  primary  motivation  for  the  trip  was 
an  invitation  to  serve  as  a  visiting  professor 
in  the  Department  of  Historical  Studies  of 
the  University  of  Venice.  Stahl  taught  a 
course  on  the  monetary  history  of  medieval 
Europe,  with  special  emphasis  on  the 
coinage  of  Venice.  The  course  was  offered 
as  supplementary  credit  for  candidates  for 
the  laureate  degree  in  history  and  in 
numismatics.  On  teaching  in  Italian,  Stahl 
noted,  “It  was  certainly  an  educational  ex¬ 
perience  for  me;  not  only  did  my  Italian 
improve,  but  I  was  forced  to  formulate  my 
ideas  in  a  simple,  straightforward  manner, 
something  not  always  required  in  the  type 
of  academic  writing  and  lecturing  I  usual¬ 
ly  do.  I  hope  the  students  learned  as  much 
from  the  course  as  I  did.”  In  addition  to 
lectures,  accompanied  by  slides  of  coins 
from  the  Society’s  collection,  Stahl  brought 
the  students  to  the  Correr  Museum  in 
Venice  to  examine  coins  in  the  Papadopoli 
collection  housed  there. 

The  extended  stay  in  Venice  also  allow¬ 
ed  Stahl  to  complete  archival  work  for  his 
projected  history  of  the  mint  of  Venice  in 
the  Middle  Ages.  This  research  was  begun 
in  1982  in  conjunction  with  his  study  of  the 
Chalkis  hoard  of  Venetian  torneselli  and 
has  been  pursued  during  visits  in  1984  and 
1986  with  grants  from  the  Gladys  K. 
Delmas  Foundation.  With  archival 
research  completed,  Stahl  now  has  to  ex¬ 
amine  numismatic  evidence  and  publish¬ 
ed  sources  before  he  can  begin  writing  the 
book. 

Stahl  was  invited  to  speak  to  several 
groups  while  in  Italy.  On  April  16  he  ad¬ 
dressed  the  Societa  Italiana  di  Numis-

Professor  Roger  A.  Hornsby  of  the 
University  of  Iowa  serves  as  the  Society’s 
delegate  to  the  American  Council  of  Learn¬ 
ed  Societies.

matica  in  Milan  on  the  subject  “La  peste 
nera  e  la  zecca  di  Venezia.”  He  taught  two 
classes  on  medieval  numismatics  at  the  ar¬ 
chival  school  of  the  State  Archives  of 
Venice.  He  also  spoke  to  the  Venetian 
association  of  tour  guides  and  to  the  Cir- 
colo  Italo-britannico  di  Venezia. 

Taking  advantage  of  his  presence  in 
Europe,  Stahl  attended  the  joint  conference 
of  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Byzan¬ 
tine  Studies  and  the  Society  for  the  Study 
of  the  Crusades  in  Nottingham,  England, 
on  March  26-29,  where  he  delivered  a 
paper  on  “European  Coinage  in  Greece 
after  the  Fourth  Crusade.”  On  the  way 
home  he  attended  the  delegates’  meeting 
in  Paris  of  the  Federation  Internationale  de 
la  Medaille,  where  he  presented  a  final 
report  on  the  1987  FIDEM  Congress  in 
Colorado  Springs  and  participated  in 
discussion  of  the  next  international  con¬ 
gress  and  exhibition  devoted  to  the  art  of 
the  medal.

put  the  Dictionary  of  American  Biography  on 
computer.  He  reported  that  the  happy  an¬ 
nouncement  made  at  last  year’s  meeting 
that  the  core  programs  of  the  ACLS,  name¬ 
ly  the  fellowships  and  the  organization 
grants,  were  fully  funded,  turned  out  to  be 
premature,  and  that  more  money  will  be 
needed  to  endow  fully  those  programs.  At 
the  following  Council  meeting  in  addition 
to  the  reports  of  the  officers  and  commit¬ 
tees  the  Council  successfully  elected  to 
membership  in  ACLS  the  Middle  East 
Studies  Association  of  North  America. 

The  evening  of  the  14th  brought  the 
Charles  Homer  Haskins  Lecture  delivered 
this  year  by  John  Hope  Franklin,  James  B. 
Duke  Professor  Emeritus  of  History  and 
Professor  of  Legal  History  in  the  Law 


GOLDOME  MONEY 
COLLECTION  DEBUT 

The  Goldome  Money  Collection,  which 
made  its  New  York  City  debut  on  May  2 
at  the  Federal  Hall  Memorial  Museum, 
graphically  illustrates  the  interesting 
history  of  money.  The  exhibit  explains  how 
the  government  had  to  “sell”  the  idea  of 
paper  currency  to  the  public  in  the  1860s 
and  how  money  has  changed  in  appearance 
and  value  since  it  was  first  issued. 

The  Goldome  Money  Collection,  which 
is  on  a  two-state  tour,  features  more  than 
70  pieces  of  pre-Civil  War  to  present-day 
paper  currency.  Special  attractions  include: 
1)  the  educational  series  of  silver  cer¬ 
tificates,  described  as  the  most  beautiful 
and  artistic  U.S.  currency  ever  printed;  2) 
the  $5  silver  certificate  featuring  the  por¬ 
trait  of  an  American  Indian;  3)  fractional 
currency,  paper  money  which  was  issued 
in  denominations  as  small  as  3  cents;  4)  the 
rainbow  series  of  legal  tender,  which  uses 
optical  illusions  devised  to  discourage 
counterfeiting;  and  5)  the  $20  technicolor 
gold  certificate,  a  popular  piece  because  of 
its  multi-color  obverse. 

Accompanying  the  exhibit  are  14 
authentic  presidential  autographs  from 
George  Washington  to  Jimmy  Carter  that 
allow  onlookers  to  determine  which  Oval 
Office  occupant  had  the  best  handwriting. 

The  Goldome  Money  Collection  can  be 
viewed  in  the  entrance  of  the  Federal  Hall 
Memorial  Building  from  9  AM  to  5  PM, 
Monday  through  Friday.  The  exhibit  runs 
from  May  2  through  May  31. 

From  June  1-29  the  collection  will  be  on 
display  at  the  Shelter  Rock  Public  Library 
and  July  1-27  at  the  Garden  City  Public 
Library,  two  Long  Island  suburbs  of  New 
York  City. 


School  of  Duke  University.  The  Haskins 
lecture  recounts  the  intellectual  develop¬

The  Joseph  B.  and  Morton  M.  Stack 
Memorial  Lecture  for  1988  was  presented 
at  the  Spring  members  meeting  on  April 
16  by  Society  member  Stephen  K.  Scher. 
Dr.  Scher  gained  his  formal  introduction 
to  numismatics  at  the  ANS  Graduate  Sum¬ 
mer  Seminar  in  1958,  while  a  graduate  stu¬ 
dent  at  Yale  University.  Following  receipt 
of  his  degree  in  1966,  he  joined  the  faculty 
of  Brown  University  where  he  served  as 


Associate  Professor  of  Art  and  Chairman 
of  the  department  until  leaving  the  univer¬ 
sity  in  1974  to  take  over  the  family  business. 

Dr.  Scher  has  maintained  his  ties  to 
scholarship  through  his  writings  and  his  in¬ 
volvement  with  organizations  such  as  the 
International  Center  for  Medieval  Art  and 
the  ANS  Standing  Committee  on  Medals.

Also  in  press  at  the  present  time  is 
SNGANS  5,  Sicily  III:  Syracuse-Siceliotes ,  by 
Denyse  P.  Berend,  which  concludes  the 
presentation  of  ANS  holdings  for  South 
Italy  and  Sicily.  Included  in  this  fascicule 
are  two  appendices,  the  first  of  which 
records  coinage  of  Syracuse  added  to  the 
Society’s  collection  while  this  volume  was 
in  preparation.

ASSOCIATES  ELECTED

The  day 
always  starts  with  an  introductory  slide 
show  on  the  history  of  the  Society  and  its 
present  and  developing  plans  and  a  formal 
presentation  by  a  member  of  the  curatorial 
staff.  Each  programmed  day  ends  with 
hands-on  viewing  of  a  selection  from  the 
cabinets  of  interest  to  each  specific  group.” 

The  morning  program  started  with  a 
presentation  to  the  Society  by  Ted  Gula, 
director  and  past  president  of  the  Wil¬ 
mington  Coin  Club.  ANS  Director  Leslie 
Elarn  accepted  for  the  Society  a  numbered 


set  of  the  Kalmar  Nyckel  Landing 
Medallions  commemorating  the  350th  an¬ 
niversary  of  the  landing  of  the  Swedes  in 
Wilmington  Delaware  and  the  first  perma¬ 
nent  European  colony  in  the  Delaware 
Valley.  The  Wilmington  Coin  Club  aided 
in  the  development  of  the  commemorative 
medallions  which  are  being  sold  to  help 
support  the  building  of  a  full  scale  visual 
replica  of  the  sailing  ship,  the  Kalmar 
Nyckel,  as  a  goodwill  ambassador  for 
Wilmington  harbor. 

The  group  met  in  the  permanent  exhibi¬ 
tion  hall  featuring  the  World  of  Coins  and 
moved  throughout  the  Society  ending  with 
a  viewing  of  medals,  decorations,  colonial 
currency,  odd  and  curious  items,  and  Ger¬ 
man  inflationary  currency  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Assistant  Curator  William  L.

theme  of  this  year’s  meeting.  The  discus¬ 
sion  ranged  from  how  humanistic  studies 
are  yielding  new  interdisciplinary  insights 
and  how  literary  theory  functions  in  defin¬ 
ing  the  canon  of  texts  read  to  the  decline 
in  the  number  of  traditional  students  (i.e., 
the  young  wishing  to  study  the  humanities) 
while  at  the  same  time  older  adults,  who 
for  one  reason  or  another  are  returning  to 
college  because  their  experience  in  the 
“real  world”  has  shown  how  central  the 
humanities  are  to  public  and  private  life. 
No  matter  what  the  announced  topic  of  a 
given  panelist  was,  the  underlying  topics 
of  each  discussant  concerned  the  teaching 
of  the  humanities  and  what  its  subject  mat¬ 
ter  is.  These  topics  elicited  at  this  session, 
as  they  do  nationally,  conservative  and 
liberal  passions,  the  one  looking  to  the  past 
for  understanding  of  the  present  and  the 
other  trying  to  shape  the  present  according 
to  some  future  glimpsed  by  the  initiated. 
Though  civility  reigned,  consensus  never 
appeared. 

At  the  final  luncheon  meeting  on  the 
15th,  Lynne  Cheney,  chairman  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Endowment  for  the  Humanities,  ex¬ 
plored  the  same  debate.  She  took  as  her 
starting  point  the  recent  decision  by  the 
Stanford  faculty  to  modify  its  required 
reading  list  in  its  course  on  Western 
Civilization  and  pointed  out  that  because 
of  its  basic  openness  to  varying  points  of 
view  Western  Civilization  was  and  is  great 
and  at  the  same  time  it  is  vulnerable  to  at¬ 
tack  even  to  the  point  of  its  devastation.  She 
favored  the  conservative  position  of  main¬ 
taining  the  traditional  priority  of  teaching 
of  Western  Civilization  and  suggested  that 
part  of  the  problem  in  securing  a  sure  place 
for  what  is  called  traditonal  humanities  lay 
in  the  failure  of  humanists  to  explain  what 
constitutes  the  values  of  western  culture. 
Though  your  delegate  found  her  talk 
agreeable,  he  doubts  that  the  intransigents 
of  either  position  were  persuaded  to  modify 
their  views. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  ACLS  is  not 
the  occasion  for  proposing  vast  and  sweep¬ 
ing  innovations  in  the  scholarly  disciplines. 
It  is,  rather,  an  occasion  for  reporting  and 
considering  the  present  state  of  those 
disciplines.  If  engaged  and  feisty  discussion 
indicates  a  lively  intellectual  life,  then  the 
humane  disciplines,  as  represented  by  the 
meeting  of  the  constitutent  learned 
societies,  flourish.  It  remains  for  me  to  ex¬ 
press  my  appreciation  to  the  ACLS  for  the 
planning  of  this  year’s  meeting  with  its  fine 
food  and  drink  for  both  the  mind  and  body 
and  to  thank  the  American  Numismatic 
Society  for  allowing  me  to  participate. 


CORRESPONDING  MEMBERS

Distinguished  Achievements 

Ibrahim  Artuk  of  Istanbul,  Turkey,  has 
been  an  Associate  member  since  1949.  He 
is  the  Curator  of  Islamic  coins  in  Istanbul. 
Author  of  over  two  dozen  articles  on 
Turkish  coins  of  all  periods,  written  in  both 
Turkish  and  English,  he  is  the  joint  author 
of  the  massive  Istanbul  arkeoloji  Miizeleri 
teshirdeki  Islami,  published  in  two  volumes. 

Christof  F.  Boehringer,  Professor  at  the 
University  of  Gottingen,  West  Germany, 
was  a  principal  speaker  at  the  1986  Inter¬ 
national  Numismatic  Congress  in  London 
and  will  be  the  Visiting  Scholar  at  the  1988 
ANS  Graduate  Seminar.  His  extensive 
bibliography  covers  the  coinages  of  South 
Italy  and  Sicily  and  includes  the  major 
publication  Zur  Chronologie  mittelhellenistischer 
Munzserien  220-160  v.Chr. 

Raoul  Curiel  is  the  retired  Curator  of 
Oriental  coins  in  the  Bibliotheque  Na¬ 
tional,  Paris.  He  is  the  author  of 
numerous  articles,  several  of  which  are  fun¬ 
damental  in  the  field. 

Brita  Maimer,  formerly  Keeper  in  the 
Swedish  Royal  Coin  Cabinet,  is  now  a  Pro¬ 
fessor  at  the  Historical  Institute,  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Stockholm.  She  specializes  in 
medieval  Scandinavia,  with  an  emphasis 
on  coin  finds  and  methodology.  Professor 
Maimer  is  the  joint  editor  of  Corpus  num- 
morum  saeculorum  IX-XI  qui  in  Suecia  reperti 
sunt,  now  in  7  volumes.  In  1986  she  was  the 
Royal  Numismatic  Society’s  Medallist. 

Cecile  Morrisson,  of  Sevres,  France,  is 
the  newly-appointed  Conservateur-en-chef 
at  the  Cabinet  des  Medailles  in  the 
Bibliotheque  Nationale.  She  was  the  editor 
of  the  Catalogue  des  monnaies  byzantines  in  the 
Bibliotheque  and  the  author  of  many  ar¬ 
ticles  concerning  Byzantine  history  and 
numismatics.  In  1986  at  the  London  Con¬ 
gress  Dr.  Morrisson  was  elected  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  International  Numismatic 
Commission.  She  has  been  an  Associate 
since  1967  and  has  been  invited  to  be  the 
Visiting  Scholar  for  1990.

pine  tree  and  the  legend  American  Liber¬ 
ty  on  the  obverse  and  a  harp  and  1776  on 
the  reverse  was  submitted.  On  June  28, 
1776,  the  New  Hampshire  House  of 
Representatives  accepted  the  coppers  with 
this  design  as  legal  exchange  The  1776 
New  Hampshire  copper  has  become  rare. 
It  is  generally  accepted  that  although 
William  Moulton  prepared  patterns  follow¬ 
ing  the  proposed  recommendations,  the 
pieces  were  made  in  limited  quantity  and 
never  circulated  to  any  extent. 

William  L.  Bischoff,  Assistant  Curator 
of  Modern  Coins  at  the  Society,  expressed 
delight  upon  receipt  of  the  bequest,  stating 
that  “it  came  as  a  very  welcome  surprise 
to  us  and  will  add  significantly  to  our 
already  strong  holdings  in  the  pre-federal 
coinage  of  our  nation.” 

An  exhibit  of  the  1776  copper  was  in  the 
East  Hall  of  the  Society  at  the  time  of  the 
Spring  meeting.  The  single  coin  was 
centered  in  a  display  case  amid  a  variety 
of  newspaper  clippings  concerning  Mr. 
Oechsner  and  his  bequest.

METCALF  INVITED  TO  IAS 


William  E.  Metcalf,  the  Society’s  Chief 
Curator  and  Curator  of  Roman  and 
Byzantine  Coins,  has  been  named  a 
member  of  the  Institute  for  Advanced 
Study  at  Princeton  for  the  academic  year 
1988/9.  While  there  he  will  be  working  on 
a  book-length  treatment  of  Roman  Im¬ 
perial  numismatics,  31  B.C.-A.D.  284, 
which  will  provide  students  of  the  discipline 
with  an  overview  as  well  as  a  detailed 
methodological  approach  to  the  period. 
The  study  grows  out  of  Metcalfs  teaching 
both  in  the  Graduate  Seminar  and  in 
seminars  at  the  Department  of  Art  History 
and  Archaeology  of  Columbia  University, 
where  he  has  taught  since  1978.

In  conjunction  with  its  ongoing  endow¬ 
ment  drive,  the  ANS  in  January  1988  an¬ 
nounced  an  open  competition  for  a  new 
medal  to  be  presented  to  individuals  who 
contribute  at  least  $5,000  toward  the  drive’s 
goal  of  four  million  dollars. 

The  competition,  open  to  all  artists,  has 
thus  far  prompted  61  artists  to  indicate  an 
intention  to  participate.

Entries 
may  be  submitted  either  as  drawings  or 
models  with  an  award  of  $5,000  for  a  win¬ 
ning  three-dimensional  model  or,  if  the 
winning  design  is  a  drawing,  the  artist  will 
receive  $4,000  and  $1,000  will  be  awarded 
for  the  production  of  a  working  model, 
either  to  the  successful  artist  or  to  another 
sculptor.

Silver  examples  of  the  medal 
will  be  presented  to  major  donors  to  the 
Society’s  endowment  campaign.  The 
medal  will  also  be  produced  in  bronze  for 
sale  to  the  many  collectors  of  the  Society’s 
issues,  which  have  included  in  the  past 
works  of  Victor  D.  Brenner,  Daniel  Chester 
French  and  Gutzon  Borglum,  and  more 
recently  those  of  Frank  Eliscu,  Marcel 
Jovine  and  Eugene  Daub. 

The  award  will  be  made  by  the  Council 
of  the  Society  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  on  Medals  and  Decora¬ 
tions.  The  timetable  for  the  new  medal  has 
been  set  with  submissions  to  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  jury  by  June  1,  1988.  The  final 
model,  with  any  required  modifications, 
must  be  accepted  by  the  jury  by  August  15, 
1988.  The  medal  will  be  presented  to  reci¬ 
pients  and  offered  for  sale  by  the  Society 
in  early  1989.
